Widely  regarded  as  one  of  America's 
finest  poets,  Elizabeth  Bishop  (1911- 
1979)  led  a  turbulent  life.  She  moved 
from  place  to  place,  struggled  with 
alcoholism,  and  experienced  a  series 
of  painful  losses,  even  as  she  won 
numerous  awards  for  her  precise  and 
brilliant  poetry. 

This  book  presents  over  120 
interviews  with  relatives,  friends, 
colleagues,  and  students,  edited  and 
arranged  chronologically  to  follow 
her  from  birth  to  death.  To  situate 
the  interviews — many  conducted  by 
the  late  Peter  Brazeau — Gary 
Fountain  has  added  a  second  stream 
of  narrative,  based  on  extensive 
research  in  Bishop's  published  and 
unpublished  writings.  The  result  is  a 
more  complete  and  detailed  portrait 
of  the  poet  than  heretofore  avail- 
able— a  volume  in  which  those  who 
knew  her  best  bear  witness  to  her  life 
and  work. 

Of  particular  importance  are  the 
detailed  descriptions  of  Bishop's 
early  years,  personal  relationships, 
and  the  dramatic  events  that  shaped 
her  career.  Among  the  interviewees 
are  numerous  prominent  intellectual 


and  artistic  figures,  including  John 
Ashbery,  Frank  Bidart,  Robert 
Duncan,  Robert  Fitzdale  and  Arthur 
Gold,  Robert  Fitzgerald,  Dana 
Gioia,  Robert  Giroux,  Clement 
Greenberg,  Thom  Gunn,  John 
Hollander,  Richard  Howard,  James 
Laughlin,  Mary  McCarthy,  James 
Merrill,  Howard  Moss,  Katha 
Pollitt,  Ned  Rorem,  Lloyd  Schwartz, 
Anne  Stevenson,  Mark  Strand, 
Rosalyn  Tureck,  Helen  Vendler,  and 
Richard  Wilbur.  Their  recollections 
provide  a  telling  counterpoint  to 
Bishop's  own  accounts  in  her  letters 
and  other  published  works  and 
should  lead  to  a  reevaluation  of 
many  aspects  of  her  life  and  to 
reinterpretations  of  her  poems  and 
prose.

A  Life  of  Margaret  Fuller 
Joan  von  Mehren 

Writer,  teacher,  and  outspoken 
feminist,  Margaret  Fuller  (1810- 
1850)  was  a  dynamic  presence  in 
American  intellectual  life.  In  this 
new  biography,  Joan  von  Mehren 
makes  use  of  a  wealth  of  new 
material  to  provide  a  sensitive 
portrait  of  Fuller's  evolution  as  a 
woman  and  a  writer. 

Fuller  made  her  mark  in  many 
ways.  She  was  editor  of  the  Tran- 
scendentalist  journal  the  Dial,  the 
first  woman  journalist  for  the  New 
York  Tribune,  and  author  of  the 
influential  book  Woman  in  the 
Nineteenth  Century.  She  developed 
intellectual  relationships  with  such 
notables  as  Emerson,  Thoreau, 
Carlyle,  Sand,  and  Mazzini.  Her 
personal  involvements  reveal  a 
lifelong  search  for  intimacy,  cut 
short  by  her  death  at  age  forty  in  a 
shipwreck  off  Fire  Island,  together 
with  the  marchese  Giovanni  Ossoli 
and  their  infant  son. 

This  biography  follows  Fuller  on 
her  journey  through  Boston's  social 
and  intellectual  circles,  into  New 
York's  literary  world,  and  on  to 
Rome  as  an  expatriate  journalist.  It 
reveals  her  uncertainties  about 
vocation  and  her  continuing  search 
for  new  means  of  expression. 
Making  use  of  a  cache  of  newly 
discovered  letters,  Von  Mehren 
examines  Fuller's  friendships  and 
explores  her  involvement  in  the 
Italian  revolutionary  movement. 
What  emerges  is  a  portrait  of  a 
complex  figure  who  faced  and 
largely  transcended  the  dilemma  of  a 
gifted  woman  living  in  a  repressive 
society.

C.  L.  R.  James  (1901-1989)  made 
important  contributions  in  a  host  of 
fields — literature,  criticism,  cultural 
studies,  political  theory,  history,  and 
philosophy.

East  German  Women  in 
Transition

With  the  fall  of  the  Berlin  Wall  in 
November  1989  and  German 
unification  less  than  a  year  later, 
East  Germany  entered  a  period  of 
radical  change.  In  this  collection  of 
interviews,  eighteen  East  German 
women  describe  the  adjustments  they 
have  made  and  express  the  excite- 
ment, chaos,  and  frustration  of  this 
transitional  period. 

The  interviewees  discuss  candidly 
the  problems  they  have  faced  as 
women  in  the  German  Democratic 
Republic  (GDR)  and  in  the  new 
Germany.  Although  the  East  German 
government  proclaimed  equal  rights 
for  men  and  women  and  promoted 
women  in  the  dual  role  of  worker 
and  mother,  the  interviewees  often 
take  issue  with  those  policies.  They 
also  express  their  fear  of  unemploy- 
ment in  the  new  system. 

The  perspectives  contained  here 
are  as  diverse  as  the  women  who 
voice  them.  Ranging  in  age  from 
twenty  to  sixty-nine,  the  women 
work  at  a  variety  of  occupations, 
including  filmmaker,  mental  health 
therapist,  water  safety  instructor, 
university  professor,  housekeeper, 
writer,  and  representative  to  Parlia- 


ment. In  telling  their  stories,  they 
present  a  wide  range  of  experience 
that  offers  the  reader  a  multi- 
dimensional view  of  life  in  the 
former  GDR. 

The  interviews  challenge  conven- 
tional notions  about  what  East 
German  women  gained  under 
socialism  as  well  as  what  they  lost 
after  unification.  The  book  shows 
that  many  women  are  successfully 
negotiating  the  obstacles  of  the 
transition,  taking  responsibility  for 
their  lives  in  ways  that  were  not 
possible  in  the  GDR.

Diaries  to  an  English  Professor  is  a 
poignant  study  of  the  journals  that 
students  have  written  in  Jeffrey 
Berman's  college  class  on  literature 
and  psychoanalysis  over  the  course 
of  fifteen  years.  Introspective  and 
ungraded,  the  diaries  offer  a  unique 
glimpse  into  the  personal  world  of 
students'  lives.  Again  and  again,  they 
turn  to  similar  struggles,  including 
eating  disorders,  divorce,  sexual 
activity,  suicide,  and  interactions 
with  others.  The  power  of  the  book 
lies  in  the  students'  voices:  articulate, 
honest,  often  eloquent. 

Berman's  thesis  is  that  by  writing 
weekly  diaries  and  hearing  a  few  of 
these  entries  read  anonymously  to 
the  class,  students  are  often  able  to 
experience  breakthroughs  in  aspects 
of  their  own  lives  they  rarely  discuss. 
Contrary  to  the  fears  expressed  by  a 
number  of  educators,  the  author 
demonstrates  how,  with  proper 
safeguards,  the  classroom  can  be  an 
appropriate  opportunity  for  personal 
as  well  as  intellectual  growth  and 
self-discovery.

This  volume  gathers  together  thirty- 
three  essays  and  reviews  by  one  of 
America's  liveliest  critics.  William  H. 
Pritchard's  books  on  English  and 
American  writers  and  his  critical 
biographies  of  Robert  Frost  and 
Randall  Jarrell  are  well  known.  But 
for  the  past  thirty  years  he  has  also

Sir  David  Lindsay  of  the  Mount 
(1486-1555)  is  a  key  figure  in  the 
history  of  Scottish  hterature  and  in 
any  wider  analysis  of  the  Renais- 
sance period.
